G.S.R. 887. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to Article 309 of the Constitution, the President

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4. Initial constitution. — The following olliceis bhull he

(1) Accounts Olheeis who had been appointed on te- 
gular basis to the Indian Posts atid lelcgiuplo 
Accounts and Finance Service, Gioup-B post ol the 
Posts and I elcgraphs Department before the com- 
mencement of these rules. 

(2) Accounts Offiecis appointed on icgul.u basi to the 

Indian Posts and Telegraphs Accounts and Finance 
Service Group-B post after the commencement of 
these rules but piior to the piomulgation ol these 
uilcs, such olliceis shall, however, be placed en bloc- 
junior to those leferred to in clause (1). 

5. Future maintenance. — -The vacancies arising nflei the 
initial constitution of the said posts shall be Idled in ac- 
cordance with the provisions specilied in columns 5 to 13 of 
the said Schedule. 

6. Liability for u ansfer. — Pei sons appointed to tbc said 
post shall be liable to transfei anywhere in Tndja. 

7. Disqualifications. — No person— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into ot 
conducted u mauiage with any person, shall be 
eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the C’ential Go'einment, may, if satisfied 
l hat such marriage is permissible tindci Ihe pcisonnl law 


applicable lo such peison and the other party to the matriage 
and theie aie other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
peison fiom the operation ol this tide. 

8. Residuary mattcis. — In rcgaid lo mattcis not '■peeifically 
covered by oi under these mles, the persons appointed to tne 
said post shall be governed by the rules, regulations and 
oidcis applicable to the Central Civil Services in general. 

9. Power lo iclax. — Where the Ceutial Government is of 
the opinion that it is ncctssaiy or expedient so to do it may, 
by order and foi reasons to be recorded in writing und in 
consultation with the Union Public Setvicc Commission 
relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to 
any class oi categoiy of persons, 

10. Saving.— Nothing in Ihesc i Liles shall affect reserva- 
tions, relaxations of age limit and other concessions re- 
quired to be piovided for candidates belonging to the Sche- 
duled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special cate- 
gories of pcisons in accordance with the orders issued by the 
Central Government from time to time in this regard. 

11. Repeal. — (1) The Indian Posts and Telegraphs Accounts 
;md Finance Service Class II (Recruitment) Rules, 1968 are 
hereby repealed. 

(2) Notwithstanding Mich repeal anything done or any ac- 
tions taken (including every appointment made. approval 
given, relaxation granted, decision, instruction, notification or 
order issued) under the mles so icpca’ed shall be deemed to 
have been done oi taken under these mles as if these tules 
were in force when such thing was done or action was taken, 

12. Interpretation. — If any question relating to the mter- 
pictatjon of these rules arises, il shall be decided by ihe 
Central Government.

G S.R. 888. — In exei cit>; of the powers conferi ed by the 
proviso to aiticle 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby 
makes the following rules jcgulating the method of lecnut- 
ment to the posts of A-eomus Ofhecrs of the Indian Posts 
and Telegraphs Accounts and Finance Service Gioup-‘B’ in 
the Postal Wing of the Posts and Telcgiaphs Depaitmcnt, 
namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement — (1) These rules may be 
called Ihe Indian Posts and Tclegiaphs Accounts and Finance 
Seivicc, Postal Wing, Ciroup-‘B' (Recruitment) Rules. 1980, 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force on 
the 1st day of April, 1976 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the post speci- 
fied in column 1 of the Schedule annexed lo these rules. 

3. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay.' — The 
number of the post, its classification and the scale of ray 
attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 ol 
the said Schedule : 

Provided (hat ihc Posts and Telegraphs Boaid may, subiecl 
to any general limitation', in this regaid, mcicaso or decrease 
the number of posls mentioned in the said Schedule if it is 
satisfied that the quantum of uoik justifies such increase or 
decrease, as the case may be. 

4. Initial Constitution. — The tollowing officers shall bo 
deemed to have been appointed to the said post at the initial 
constitution, namely : — 

(1) Accounts Olficets who had been appointed on te- 
gular basis in the Indian Audit and Accounts De 
paitmcnt and have been trunsferied pcimanently to 
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the Posts and Telegraphs Department consequent t i 
Ihc depaitmenlalisaliou ot the Accounts m the 
Ministries or Departments ut the Government of 
lnilia before comment ment of these rules. 

l2) Junitr Accounts Ollier, who me mcmhcis of the 
Junto i Accounts Officci Service, Postal Wing, and 
have been appointed on legulm basis as Accounts 
Officers in the Postal Wing after the commencement 
of ihcsc titles but prior Lo the piomulgation of 
these rules. Such officei s shall, however, he placed 
en bloc junior to those refcired to in clause ( 1 ). 

5. Future Maintenance. — The vacancies arising aftc- the 
initial constitution of the said posts, shall be filled in accot- 
dunce with the provisions specified in columns 5 to 13 of the 
said Schedule. 

6 . Liability for transfer. — Persons appointed to the said 

post shall be liable to transfer anywhere in India. 

7. Disqualifications. — No person- 
al) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or con- 
tracted a marriage with 'ipv person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post. 


Provided thal the Central Government may, ll salished 
that such mmiiagc is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such peison and the other party lo the marriage 
and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
fiom the operation of this rule. 

8. Residuary matters.- — In regard to matters not specifically 
covcied by oi under these rules, the persons appointed to 
the said post shall be governed by the rules, regulations and 
orders applicable to the Central Ctvrl Services in general. 

9. Power to relax- — -Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may 
by order and for reasons to be recorded in wiiting and in 
consultation with the Union Public Service Commission relax 
ary of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons. 

10. Saving, — Nothing in these rules shall affect reserva- 
tions, relaxation of age limit and other concessions required 
lo be provided for candidates belonging to the Scheduled 
Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of 
pei sons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government from time to time in this regard. 

11. Interpretation.— If any question relating to interpreta- 
tion of these rules arises, it shall be decided by the Central 
Government.
